cent interest compounded quarterly. 


They can be redeemed at any time 


previous to January 1. 1924. at the 
fixed sales price- for that month. 


The sales price advances month by 


.month at the rate 'of $2 per thou- 
sand. 
For example a ?'1.000 certifi- 


cate bout in July costs SS36 and in 
August ?S38. 
They are exempt from all taxation
